TO ENTERTAIN CONTINGENT. 


Canadian Soldiers at Coronation Will 
Stay at Duke of York’s School. 


The overseas troops for the corona: 
tion will arrive in London during the 
first week in June, and that most of 
them will remain there for a month. 
As their official duties in connection 
with the coronation will not be of a 
very prolonged nature, they will be 
able to take abundent advantage of 
the program which has been planned 
by the reception committee who are 
now collecting funds for the purpose 
of entertainment. 

As already announced, the whole of 
the troops will be quartered at the 
Duke of York’s School, Chelsea, The 
contingents for whose coming defi- 
nite arrangements have been made 
number up to the present 1,300, but 


-in all probability this total will be 


increased to 1,500. There is ample 
messing accommodation in the build. 
ing for this number, and if there is 
at deficiency in dormitory room, it 
will be made up by putting some of 
the men under canvas in the exten- 
sive grounds. Judging froin the ar-

ment, the troops will spend very lit- 
tle of their time at Chelsea. 

Among the suggested arrangements 
is a special service at &t.

And on another oc- 
casion the troops will visit Ports- 
mouth Dockyard and Whale Island, 
and the other departments of the great 
naval centre.

Text of the Lesson, Isa. v, 1-12—Mem- 
ory Verse, 1!—Golden Text, Isa. v, 
22—Commentary Prepared by Rev.

Our lesson title, ‘‘Song of the Vine- 
-yard,” must be considered in the light 
of the first verse, ‘“‘A song of my be- 
loved touching his vineyard.” In 
Ezek, xv we learn that the only use of 
the vine is to bear fruit, and, failing 
in that, it is good for nothing. In 
John xv we learn that fruitless 
branches are gathered) by men and 
burned, like the salt which has no 
savor and is good for nothing but to 
be eee underfoot of men (Matt. 
v. 1 } 

Verse 7 of our legson tells us that the 
) house of Israel is the Lord’s vineyard 
here referred to and the men of Judah 
is pleasant plant, but instead of 
producing the desired fruit they were 
yielding only wild grapes, described in 
the sixtold woe of the chapter and in 

os. x. 1, as an empty vine bata ts 
forth fruit unto® himself. According 
to the six woes, they were mighty to 
drink wine, enjoy pleasures, gather 
property, call things by their wrong 
names and sin. 


out the nations before them and plant- 
ed them in a good land, but because 
of their sin He had to turn His face 
from them, and their only hope was 
in the man of His right hand, the son 
‘of mar strong for God (Ps. Ilxxx, 
18-19). According to our lesson, He 
had done everything for them that 
could be done for a vineyard, but as 
in the parable of Matt. xxi, 33-41, they 
beat and killed His servants and 
even the heir to the vineyard also. 
| According to our lesson chapter, they 
regard not the work of the Lord nor 
consider he operation of His hands, 
but cast away the law of the Lord of 
hosts and despised the word of the 
Holy One of Israel- (verses 12-24). 

His pitiful cry over them is always 
the same, whether through the proph- 
ets or through His Son. “I am the 
Lord thy God, who brought thee out 
of the land of Egypt. Open thy mouth 
wide and I will fill it, but My people 
would not hearken to My voice, and 


10, 11), ‘‘O Jerusalem, Jerusalem * ° 
how often would I have gathered thy 
children together, even as a hen gath- 
ereth her chickens under her wings, 
and ye would not” (Matt. xxiii, 37). 
Such unbelieving people who turn 
away from God and His word are said 
to be “drunken, but not with wine; 
they stagger, but not with strong 
drink” (Isa. xxix, 9). 

It is most interesting to note that in 
the chapter following our lesson chap- 


ter we have a :sammn of the earth filled 
with the glor he Lord. Compare 
verses 11, 12 with chapter vi, 3. 


Better say contrast the drunkenness 
with the glory. Then note the same 
contrast in Hab. ii, 14, 15, and Eph. 
v, 18, and observe that at Pentecost 
spirit filled people were said to be full 
of new wine (Acts ii, 4-13). There is 
no remedy for self righteous, self 
pleasing, unbelieving people, but such 
a sight of Jesus Christ dying for their 
sins as will break their hard hearts. 
and lead them to cry, ‘‘God, be merci- 
ful to me, a sinner.’”’ One cannot do 
\this for another, but He who said ‘I 
am the true vine” said also concern- 
ing the Holy Spirit, ‘‘He will convince 
of sin, and of righteousness, and of 
judgment” (John xvi, 7, 8). 

If we have been redeemed by pre- 
cious blood and been caused to sce 
something of the beauty of the Lord 
it is not for us to condemn other 
sinners nor think them hopeless, but 
so manifest is Jesus Christ to them by’ 
word and deed that the Spirit may, 
through us if He will, reveal Jesus. 
Christ to them and lead them to Him. 
There is just one thing that the vine 
is for, and 1f we are real branches of 
the true vine He will bear the desired 
fruit that God may be glorified’ if we 
truly abide. 

That fruit may not be any great 
thing that will gain the admiration of 
people, but just a meek and quiet. 
spirit, patient and long suffering, it 
may be, under great provocation or 
even cruelty. Think of the Lord’s pa- 
tience with Israel and with each of us 
and consider Him who endured lest 
ye be weary. Think of being strength- 
ened with all might, according to His 
glorious power, unto all patience and 
long suffering, with joyfulness (Col. i, 
11), Remember that the fruit of the 
spirit of love, joy, peace, long suffer-- 
ing, gentleness, goodness, faith, meek- 
ness, self Sitseau (Gal, v, 22, 23), and’ 
all that is opposed is from the ad- 
versary. 

By the word of God and the spirit of 
God we must first be saved and then 
by the same word and spirit abide: 
and bear fruit. The question of verse 
4, ‘‘What could have been done more 
to My vineyard that I have not done 
in it?” suggests the question for every 
sinner, drunken or sober, for all have: 
sinned and all are guilty (Rom, iii, 
19). What more could the Lord do 
that He has not done for your salva- 
tion? Consider John iii, 16, and ans- 
wer as to what more is necessary. 

If you do not yield to such love and 
receive Him as your personal Saviour 
and then so abide that He may bear’ 
fruit through you and gather fruit 
from you it must be true of you that: 
yon are despising His word and dis-. 
regarding His great work on your be- 
half and thus continuing under the 
wrath of God (John iii, 36),

On Nothing a Week.

j th. case of John Morrison, a York- 
shire carpenter, who, although hia 
| wages had never exceeded 35s. a week, 
‘has been able to leave behind him 
j the substantial sum of $15.000, every 
; penny of it the fruits of saving. 

| “Impossible!” the seentic says; and 
nu wonder, for ‘such a feat seems to 
| order on the miraculous. And yet it 
| vas really quite simple, as John Mor- 
|} *ison used to declare. When he mar- 
| ‘ied, a little over forty years ago, he 
| ooked round to see what economics 
| 1e could effect. He found that he 
| 1ad been spending at least 5s. a week 
!on beer and tobacco; these he could 
| vory well dispense with. That meant 
!a weekly saving of 5s., or £13 a year. 
| And this was the nucleus of his for- 
| tune, 

A few weeks later his wages were 
| raised from 30s. to 35s. week!y. He 
| could rub along without the extra 53., 
|and was thus able to put by £26'a 
year. When hi- savings had amount- 
led to £100 he bought two cottages, 
| borrowing three-fourths of the pur. 
| chase money and paying off the loan 
|out of the rents. He was a man of 
| property now. The appetite for thrift 
took full possession of him. He was 
fond of gardening, and .he decided 
to turn his hobby and Nis spare time 
into money. He rented half an acre of 
land; his wife opened a shop for the 
sale of the produce, and the first year 
| he was able to increase hia aavings to 
£1 a week, with which in two years 
time he was able to buy two more 
houses. 

| And thus simply his fortune grew. 
| House was added to house, each pay- 
ing for its own purchase with its rent; 
until gt sixty he was able to retire 
on £150 a year, almost twice his high- 
est wages as workman; and when he 
died to leave a good £3,000 behind 
him, 

And what John Morrison could do 
and did others have done. Only a 
fe, weeks ago a working man con- 
fessed in a court of law that he had 
already saved £600 out of wages which 
had never exceeded 303s. a week.

In another case known to the writ- 
er a London policeman managed to 
save £250 during the first dozen years 
of his married life.

| PENSIONED PEERS, 


B.itain Pays Big Sums For Things 
Done Centuries Ago. 

For more than 200 vears the heire 
of Lord d’Auvrequerqus nave been 
drawing comfortable pensions — for 
something an ancestor did 217 years 


ago. It was in 1694 that Willinuw TM, 
granted to Henry de Nassau, Lor 
d*Auvrequerque, his heirs and as 


signees for ever, the sum of $10,000 
a year, in consideration of “his many 
and faithful serviees'’—which, in fact, 
were those of a purely nominal politi- 
cal nature. Lord Cowper, to whom 
four-fifths of this yearly sum was 
paid, commuted a portion of it in 185% 
for $200,000 down, but his heirs still 
| receive $1,875 annually. 


nsiou, granted also by William TIL. 

e burdened the state with the sum 
of $29,000 a year to the Schomberyus; 
and, though portions .f this have 
heen commuted by descendants, Bri- 
tain still pays out $3,600 annually to 
people who, it is alleged, are not in 
| any way connected with the original 
Schomberg family. 

Farl Nelson gets $25,000 a year 
through holding the Nelson title and 
representing the famous adm:ral’s 
txmily—in the indirect line. In a 
live manner Lord Rodney gets $5.000

The largest of the perpetual pen- 
siona is that received by the Duke of 
Richmond. It amounts to $95,000 a 
year. The story of this pension takes 
one back to the day3 of Queen Eliza- 
beth, who got a duty of one shilling 
per chaldron on all coal exported from 
the Tyne and burned in England, Her 
successors held this duty until the 
reign of “harles II., who granted it 
to the first Duke of Richmond. He 
and his heirs received it for over a 
century, till inthe time of George 
III. it was changed to the present an- 
nual pension, which is known as the 
Richmond Shilling. - 

The Duke of Norfolk obtains $300 
a ;:ar trom the Exchequer for what 
are known aa “ancient fees,” and the 
Duke of Rutland $100 under a like 
heading. These sums are nominal, 
it is true, yet the recipients do noth- 
ing whatever to earn them. 


Ti.e first Dukeof-Grafton-was ernnt: += 


ed by Charles II. a certain import 
duty known as “prisage and butler- 
ale’ upon wines. In 1806 the then 
existing duke commuted thie duty for 
the annuity of $34,360, and his heirs 
still reccive yearly this handsome in- 
come.

TO KNOW EMPIRE WAR PLANS TO 


The Home Government Will Take 
Overseas Representatives Into 
Its Confidence 


London.—The important announce- 
ment is made by the colonial office 
that henceforth the colonial prime 
ministers are to be admitted to the 
meetings of the committee on national 
defence and are to be fully informed 
of the most secret and vital matters 
relating to foreign relations and the 
war plans of the empire. 

This very striking and important 
concession to the standing of the col- 
onies and dominions as co-partners 
in the British empire has ‘been made 
by the government at the direct in- 
stance of Mr. Norton Griffiths, M.P., 
who in a very telling speech in par- 
liament a few days ago urged upon 
the government the absolute necessity 
of seeking the closest cc-operation of 
the heads of the colonial governments 
in all matters of imperial moment if 
it was desired to maintain the su- 
premacy of the British race. “I ap- 
proach this question,” said Mr, Grif- 
fiths, ‘‘as one who has lived and 
worked amongst those in the overseas 
dominions and I unhesitatingly af- 
firm that without their co-operation 
you are not going to maintain British 
supremacy as it has been maintained 
in the past.” 

Interviewed on the subject recently 
Mr. Griffiths said: “Nobody can ques- 
tion for a moment the extraordinary 
devotion and loyalty which exists in 
our overseas dominions, but they have 
a natural desire to have a hand in the 
discussion of foreign affairs, which af- 
fect every unit of the self-governing 
{dominions and in my opinion it is the 
bounden duty of the home government 
to take them into its counsel and ask 
what their opinions are and what 
their ideas are as to the best action 
to take on imperial questions. 
| “If the home government would 
only extend to Britishers overseas a 
whole-hearted welcome whenever they 
express an opinion or offer advice on 
questions which affect the prosperity 
of the British race, I am convinced 
jthat one and all would jump at the 
opportunity.”

PREMIER AND CABINET MINIS. 
TERS LEAVE FOR OLD COUNTRY 


Canadian Ministers Will Take Part in 
Discussion of Many Important 
Subjects—Will Endeavor to Fur: 
ther the All-Red Route Scheme— 
Will Also Urge the Adoption of a 
Uniform Naturalization Law. 


Ottawa.—fir Wilfrid Laurier, Sir 
Frederick Borden, and Hon, L. P, 
1Brodeur, Canada’s gepresentative at 
the imperial conference have sailed 
on_the Virginian for Liverpool. 

Sir Wilfrid left in splendid health 
and spirits despite the constant and 
heavy strain of a long session of par. 
jliament. Indeed in point of buoy: 
ancy of spirits and physical endur- 
ance the premier is still one of the 
lyoungest members of his cabinet and 
ig apparently good for many years of 
arduous public service yet. First in 
tank among the overseas premiers at 
the conference he is also first in point 
of his experience of preceding sim 
ilar councils of the empire. his ig 
his fourth conference, and he is the 
only surviving member of the confer 
ence of 1897, 

While the Canadian ministers will 
take part in the discussion of all the 
subjects on the agenda for the con- 
ference, which will open on Muy 23, 
they will take the initiative in making 
proposals with regard to only two or 
three subjects. Canada is anxious to 
secure the speedy realization of the 
All-Red route scheme and with Pre- 
mier Ward, of New Zealand, Sir Wil- 
frid will urge upon the imperiai and 
Australian governments the desirabil- 
ity of taking another step by coming 
to some definite agreement looking to 
the inauguration of a subsidized yer- 
{vice between Great Britain and Can- 
{ada on the Atlantic and between Can- 
ada and Australia and New Zealand 
}on the Pacific. 

Sir Wilirid will also urge the adop- 
tion of a uniform naturalization law 
whereby naturalization papers secur:

citizenship in any other part of the

Another questfon that will be 
brought up by the Canadian repre- 
;sentatives will be with regard to the 
status of foreign consuls-general in 
the overseas capitals; At present no 
official status can be given any of the 
representatives of foreign powers at 
‘Ottawa and all diplomatic negotia- 
tions must be officially conducted 
through the medium of the imperial 
home and foreign offices. The red 
jtape thus involved sometimes results 
in vexatious delays, although in prac- 
tice Canada’s interests as a self-gov- 
erning Dominion have never suffered 
of late years.
